And thus upon the fatall twentieth diy of Auzaft, - 
(which was the utmoſt day of our limited time for 
ſtaying inthe.Country ) wee againe returned the 
quite contrary way, namelytothe Southward. Thus. 
utterly uncertaine when and where to finde the 
Sowxd ; a thouſand fadde imaginations overtooke 
our perplexed minds; all of us aſſuredly knowing, 
that a million of miſeries would of necefſiticenſue, . 


. if wee found not the ſhips, whereby to ſave our paſ- 


ſage. Inthis diſtracted timeof our thoughts , wee 
were now againe the ſecondtimerunneas farre to. 
the Southward as atthe firſt : and finding by all rea- 
ſon thereupon,how that there was no likelihood at 
all of finding any ſuch place further: tothe South. 
ward, we wended the Shallap the ſecond timeunto 
the Northward, Williams Fakely. hereupon, being . 
unwilling to condeſcend unto our agreement , ſtill 
perſwadedus , that That could not poſably bee our 
Cane: but we not truſting any onger unto bis un- - 
Skilfull perſwafions, (th [linhim. was out of 
200d will. and ſtrong conceit of his being inthe 
rights )bent our Courſe to the Northward, and hee. - 
not conſenting to ſteere any longer, I tooke the - 
Oare out of his hand to fteere. the Boate withall; 
The weather all this while: continued faire and - 
cleare, and it pleaſed Godatthe very inſtant time, 
roſcnd. the winde ZE afterly :; which advantage wee 
thankfully;apprehending, preſently ſerfayle. The 
wiade increaſed frefh and large,. and aur Shallop. 
day | 


| 
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_ day at Bel! point , where wee found the winde right 
out of the Sownd at Eaſt Northeaſt ſo fiercely blow. 
ing, that we could not poſſibly row to Wind-wards, 
bur being forced to take in our ſayle , we were faine 
to betake ourſelves unto our Oares : by helpe of 
which wee recovered ſome two miles within the 
ſhoare, where we were conſtrained for that time to 
Cove, orelſetodriveto Lee-wards. 

Thus finding this to be the very place we had all 
this while ſought for,(he now alſo agreeing there- 
unto)we forthwith ſought outand toundaa harbor 
for our Shallop : and having brought her thereinko, 
rwo of our men .were preſently diſpatched over 
land unto the Tert at Be Sownd, toſceifthe Ships 
were ftill there; of which , by reaſon ofthe times 
being expired, and the opportunitic of the preſent 
faire winde, wee were muchafraid. The Ter? being 
diſtant ten miles at the leaſt from our Shaf{op, our 
men at their comming thither finding the ſhips to 
be departed out of rhe Roade, and not being cer- 
faine, whetheror not they might be at Borie Cove, 
(three leagues diſtant on the otherfide of the Sownda) 
riding there under the Loowve of the land; againe re- 
turneunto us with this ſaddenewes. The ſtorme of 
winde hitherto continuing , about mid-night fell 
ftarke calme : whereupon we,unwilling to loſe our 
firſt opportunity,departed towards Bottle Cove, be- 
ewixt hope and feare of finding the ſhips there: 
whither comming the two & twenticth,and finding 
the ſhips departed, we, having neither 2:/ot , Plat, 
nor Compoſe for our direRors to the Zaftward, 
found our ſcelyes (God he knoweth) to have hn 
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hope of any delivery out of that apparent danger. 

Our feares increaſed upon us, even whil'ſt we con- 
ſulred whether ic were ſafeſt for uscither to goe or }. 


ſtay. If goe, then thought wee upon the dangers in. 


ſayling, by reaſon of the much yce inthe way, as 
alſo of the ditficultie in finding the place, when wee 
ſhould come thercabouts. If we reſolved ſtill to re- 
maine at Be// Sownd, then wee thought that no other 
thing could be looked for, but a miſerable and a pi- 
ning death, ſecing there appeared no poſlibility of 
inhabiting there,or to endure ſo long,ſo darkſome, 
and fo bitter a winter. 

And thus were our thoughts at that time diſtra- 
Qed, thus wereour feares increaſed, nor were they 
cauſcleſſe fearcs altogether. Well, wee knew that 
neither Chriſtian or Heathen people, had cver before 
inhabited thoſe deſolate and untemperate Clymates, 
T his alſa,to increaſe our feares , had wee certainly 
heard ; howthatthe Merchants having in former 
times much defired; and that with proffer of great 
rewards for the. hazarding of their lives, and of ſuf- 
ficient furniture and proviſion of all things that 
might bee thought neceſſary for ſuch an underta- 
king,toany that would adyenture to winter in thoſe 
parts ; could never yet finde any fo hardy, as to cx- 
poſetheir lives unto ſo hazardous an ——_— 
py notwithſtandingtheſe proffers had beene made 
oth unto Mariners of good experience, and of 


_ noblereſolutions, and alſo unto divers other bold 


ſpirits; yet had the ation of wintering in thoſe 
parts,never by any beene hitherto undertaken. This 


_ alſo had we heard, how A company of Muſ- 
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covie Merchants ,, having once procured the. reprive 
of ſome malefacors, -thathad hereat home beene' 
- convicted by Law'for ſome haynous crimes com- 
mitted ; andthatbothwith promiſe of. pardon for 
their faults, and with addition of rewards alſo, if ſo- 
be they would-underiake to femaitie in Green land 
but one whole yeare; and thatevery way: provided 
for too, both of Clothes, Viauals; and allchings 
elſe, that mightany way be needfullfor thefr pre- 
ſervation: Thefe poore wretches liearing of this 
large proffer,- 8 fearing prefent execution.at home, 
reſolved to make tryall of theadventureg: The time 
of yeare being come, and the ſhips reidy to deparr, 
theſe condemned . creatures are/itbarked,” who 
after a cerrathe ſpace thete atfiving, and taking a 
view ofthe deſolatenefſe of the pixce ,"they con- 
ceived ſuch a Hortour '#nd invward-fearc/ in (their 
hettts , as that theyreſolve@ rather toreturne for 
Enzland to make ſarisfation with their lives 'for 
their former faults committed! than there r6re- 
maine; though with aſſured hope of gaining their 
prtdon* Inſomyeh ts the rime of the yeare *being 
——_— the ſhips- wereito-departfiom theſtbar- 
renthoares, they made knownetheirfallfnrentun- 
tothe Capraine'; who being a pittifull and a mer. 
cifaH Gentlemans' wouldnor by force confiraine 
them to ſtay inthar place, which was{o'contrayy to 
their minds; but having made hisvoyage'by the 
ritrig expired ; hee/apaine tmbarked/ and-broughe 
then over wirhhith int6Zng/end, where, through . 
the interceffion and*meatics of the '\Worthipfoll 
Companic of Afſcovie Merchants, they eſcaped 
NG F: : that. 
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 thatdeath, which they had before beenecondems 
ned unto; The remembrance of theſe two: fatmer 


ſtories, asalſo of athir{ ({ moreterrible than both 
the former, for that it was likely to-be our 0wneaſe) 


' more miſerably now affrighted us:'and thatwas the 


lamentable and unmanly- ends of ning goodande- 
ble men, lefr inthe ſame place heretofore-by-the 
ſelfe ſame Maſterthat now lefrus behinde:who all 
dyed miſerably uponthe place, being cruelly disfi- 
eured after their deaths by the [ayage:Beares and 
hungry Foxes, which arc noronely the civileſt, bur 
alſo the onely inhabitants -of that comfortleſſe 
Countrey : the lamentable ends and.miſcarriage of 
which racn, had beene enough ihdeed to-havedaun» 
ted the ſpirits of themaſt noble reſolution. j 
All theſe fearefull examples: preſenting them- 
ſelves before our eyes, at this place of Bortle Cove a- 
fareſaid,nadens,lke amazed :tnengto ftand looking 
one uponanother ,all of ns,as it were,beholdingin 
the preſent, the future calamiries both of himſclfe 
and ot-his fellowes.And thus, like men already me- 
tamorphoſed intothe yce of the Country, antlel- 
ready paſt both. ourfenſe and reaſon , ſtood: wee 
with the eyes of pittiebeholdingoneanother, + | 
Nor was it other mens icxamplcs.and miſcartia- 
ge and feares alone;: that-made usamazed:, bur 4r 
wastheconfideration of four want of all neceflary 
proviſion for the life of man,thatalready ſtropke us 


fothe heart: Forwewerenot only.unprovided,both 


of clothes tokeepe us warme;: atickob faode'to-pre- 
vent thewrath of cruell famine: but wrtacly deſti- 


b tute alſp-wee wereofa ſufficient houſe, whereinto

ſhrowd and ſhelter our” ſelves from the chilling 
cold; Thus for aſpace ſtanding all mute and filent, 
weighing with our ſelvesthe miſerie wee were al- 
ready-fallen into, and knowing delay in theſe cx- 
tremities to be the mother of all dangers, we began 
ro conceive hope,cven out of the depth of deſpaire. 
Rowſing up our benummed ſenſes therefore, -wee 
now lay ofit heads and counſels together , ro be. 
thinke our ſelves of the likelieſt courſe for our pre- 
ſeryation inthat place; ſceing that all hopes of gai- 
nitig our paſſage into Enz/and, werethenquite fru- 
ſtrate. Shaking off thereforeall childiſh” and cffe- 
- minate feares, it pleaſed Cod togiveus heaits like 
men,to arme our ſelves with a reſolution to doe our 
beſt fortheteſiſting ofthat monſter ofDeſperation. 
-An agreement thereupon by a generall conſent of 
the whole Companiec we then cnrred into, to take 
the opportunity ofthe next faire weather, and goe 
for Grees-harbour,to hunt and kill Veniſ@n for part 
of our winter proviſion. 
Having thus agreed amongſt our ſelyes, the five 
and twentieth day of Avgzf,the weatherand wind 
being both faire, wee dire@ our courſe towards 
Ereen-harboar , ſome fixteene leagues ( as Ibefore 
told you) diftant from Be#Sownd: and the winde 
'being freſh andfaire, within the ſpace of rwelve 
 hourcswethere arrived, Upon which place being 
-now landed, the firftthing we did , was to make us 
&Tenrwith the ſayle of our Shallop, pitchrup and. 
- vein upon our Oares; aſorry one( God knowes) 
_ "thoughitwere, yet ander it we reſolved toreft our 
frelvesthat.night, to refreſh our bodies with = 
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food as wee there had , andthe next daFto returne 
againe uatoour hunting, The weather that night 
proving faire andcleare, - wee made our flcepethe 
ſhorter : (and alas what men could {leepe in fuchan 
extremitie / )and fitting our ſelves and Shallopthe 
beſt we might,to Coles Parke we'went, a place ſome. 
twoleagues diſtant from us, and well knowne unto 
Thomas Ayers, that was one of our Companiec,to be 
well ſtored with Veniſon. Comming a-tſhoare at 
which place, though we found not ſo many Deere 
as we indeed expeRed,yet ſeven we killedthe ſame 
day,and foure Bearesto bootez, which wee alſo in- 
tended tocate. aneb 
But the weather beginning nowto overcaſt; and 
not likely to continue good for hunting z wee that 
night returned againe unto Greew-harboxr: where 
making usa Tentofour Szy/cand 0ares(as is before 
defcribed ) wefellto cateof ſuch meate as God had 
ſeqtus, and betooke our ſelyesroourreſt upon it; 
Hiving reſted ourſelves a while , and now finding 
theweatherto cleare I of our ſleepe for 
thattime, fitting our ſelves andtwo doggesagaine 
to goea hunting; kaving Wiliaw Fakelyand' Tohs

blew ſo hard and right into the Cove , thatit made 
the Sca go high, our Anchor alſo comming home at 
the ſametime , both our -Shallops caſting alongſt 
theflioare, ſunke preſently in the Sea : wetting by 
this mcanes our whole proviſion,the weather with- 
all beating ſome of ic out of the Boates, which wee 
found ſwimming up and downe the ſhoare. For, 
comming out of our Tentinthe-meanetime, judge 
you'what a fighs- this was -untous, toſce by mil. 
chance, the beſt part of our proviſion( theonely 
hope of ourlives tobe indangerutterly; ro be loſt, 
(or atleaſt fpoyled with'the Sea-warter, ) for which 
we had taken fuch cp and run ſuch adventures 
res > In this our miſcrie wee ſaw no way 
but one. (andthat ayery rate one) namely,ro 
runne preſently into the high-wronght Sea, getting 
by. that meanes intoqur: Shallops to ſave the re- 
mainder of our proviſions, ready now to-be waſhe 
quite away by the billowes..A Ha/ſer thereupon. we 
got, which faſtning unto'our Shallops, wee,wicha 
Crabbe or Capftang,hy maine force of hand heaved 
them out of the water upon the ſhoare< This done, 
allalong the Sea fide weigae; ſecipg there aftd ta- 
_ Ling up ſich of our proviſions, /as were ſwumme 
away from our Shallops.. Having byrhis meanes

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gleaned up all that could be worn cttentogether,we re-' 
ſolved FromtrlenceSoah to let our Boates lye upon 
the ſhoare,rill ſuchrime as the weather ſhould prove 
faire and betrer; and then to gge over unto Bet 
Sownd. 

The third of September the weather proving faire 
and good, we forthwith lanched our Shallops into 
the water, and in them wee that day got into Bef 
Sownd, Thirher ſoſoone as we were come, our firſt 
buſineſſe was, to take our proviſion out of our Shal- 
lops intothe Tent : our next, totake a particular 
vicw of the placc,and of the great Tear eſpecially; 
as being the place of our habication for the caſuing 
Winter. - This which we callthe Text, was a kinde 
of bouſe (indeed)built of T\mberand Boards very 
fubſtantially, and covered with Flemifh Tyles: by 
the men of which nation ic had inthetime oftheir

By his 
aſl ore, wee ſhooke offtheſe thoughts, 
and cheer'd up our ſelves againe, to uſe the beſt 
meanes for our preſcrvations. 

| Now therefore begag wetothinke upon our Ye- 
»iſon,and the preſeryingWthar, and how to order 
our fr:ng.in this cold weather. For fearetherefore. 
our firing ſhould faileusatthe end of the yeare, we 
thought beſt to roaſtevery day haltea Deereyagdto 


« ffow it in hogſheads. Which wee putting now in 


praQtice, wee forthwith filled three Hogſheads and 
an halfe; leaving ſo much raw , as would ſ{crveto 
roaſt every Sabbath day a quarter : and ſo for 
Chriftmas day,and the like, = 
This concluſion being made amongſt us; then 
fell weeagaine to bethinke us of our miſeries,: borh 
paſſedandtocome: and how, (thoughitir pleaſed 
God togiveus life, yerſhould) we liveas baniſhed 
men, not onelyfrom our frieads,but from all other 
companie. Then thought we of the pinching cold, 
and afthe pining hunger : theſe were ourthoughts, 
this our diſcourſe to paſſe away the time withall. ' 
But as if all this miſeric had beene too little, we pre- 
fently found another increaſe of it : For, exami- 
ning our provifions once more, wee found thatall 
our Frittars of the Whale were almoſt ſpoyled with 
the wer thatthey had taken ; after which by ing 
ſocloſe togerher,they were now growne mouldie: 
Andour Beercand Feniſer we perceived againe not 
to:amount to ſuch a quantity , as to allow. us bed 
 MEAlES 
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mealesaweeke : whereupon we were faine to ſhor-. 
ten our ſtomacks of one meale more : ſo that for 
the ſpace of three moneths after that , we for foure 
dayes in the weeke fed uponthe unſavory and 
mouldie Fyritters, and the other three, we feafted ic 
with Beare and Yeniſon, But as if it were not enough 
for us to want meate, we now began to watit light 
alſo : all our meales proved ſuppers now , for little 
lightcould we fee , eventhe glorious Sunne (as if 
unwilling to behold our miſeries)masking his love- 
ly face from us, underthe ſable yaile of cole-blacke 
night. Thus fromthe fourteenth of ©Fober, till the 
third of February, we never ſaw the Sunne, nordid 
hee all that time, everſo much as peepe above the 
HoriJon, But the Adoone we ſaw at all temes,day and 
night (when the cleudes obſcured her not) ſhining 
as bright as ſhee doth in Znz/axd. The Skie, 'tis 
rrue, is very much troubled with thicke and blacke 
weather all the Winter time : ſothat then,we could 
not ſee the Moore,nor could diſcerne what point of 
the Compaſſe ſhee bore upon us. A kinde of day- 

light wce had indeed, whichglimmer'd ſome cighe 
houres a day unto us, in 0Fober time I meane : for 
from thence.unto the firſt of December , even that 

light was ſhortened tenne or twelve minus a da 
conſtantly : - ſo that from the firſt of December til 
the twenticth,there appeared no light at all; but all 
was one continued night. All that wee could per- 
ceive was,thatin acleare ſeaſon now and then,there 
appeared a litrle glare of white, like ſome ſhow of 
day towards the Soxth : but no lightat all. And 
this continued till the firſt of 7arwary , by which 
| time 
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time wee might perceivethe day a little to increaſe, 

' All this darkeſome time, nocertaincty could wee 
have when it ſhould beday , or whea night : onely 
my fſclfe out of mine owne little judgement , kept 
the obſervation of it thus. Firſt bearing in minde 
thenumber of the Epad?, I made my addition by a 
day ſuppoſed, (though not abſolutely to be known, 
by reaſon ofthe darkeneſſe) by which I judged of 
theage of the Moore: andthisgaye me my rule of 
the paſſing of thetime; ſo thatat the comming of 
the Ships into the Port, I told them the very day of 
the moneth,as diretly asthey themſelves couldrell 
mee. 

Artthe beginning of this darkefome, irkeſome 
time, wee ſought ſome meanes of preſerving light 
amongſt us : finding thereforea piece of Sheere-lead 
over a ſeame af one of the Coolers;that we ript off, 
and made three Lampes of it : which maintaining 
with 0y/ethat wee found in the Coopers Tent, and 
Roape-yarne (erving us in ſteed of Candle-weckes, 
wee kept them continually burning, And this was 
a great comfort tous in our extremity. Thus did we 
our beſt to. preſerve our felyes, butall this could 
not ſecure us : for wee. in our owne thoughts , ac- 
counted our felyes but dead men, and thatour Tent 
was then our darkeſome dungeon, and we did bur 
waKe our day of tryall by our judge , toknow whe- 
_ ther weeſhould live ordye. Our extremities being 
io many,made us ſometimes in impatient ſpeeches 
to breake forth againſt the cauſers of our milerics : 
butthen againe, our conſciences telling us of our 
owne evill deſcrvings ; we tapke it cither fora pu- 
gs ; niſhmene * 
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niſhmene upon usfor our former wicked liyes , or 
elſe for an example of Gods merciezin our wender- 
full deliverance. Humbling our ſelves therefore un- 
der the mighty hand of God, wee caſt downe our 
ſelves before him in prayer, two or three tires a 
day,which courſe we conftantly held all thetime of 


_ our miſery, 


The new yeare now begun, 4s the dayes bezan to 
lengthen, ſo the cold began to ftrengthen : whichcold 
came at laſt to that extremitie, as that it would raiſe 
bliſters in our fleſh, as if wee had beene burnt with 
fire: and if wee touch't zro» at anytime, itwould 


| Rilicketo our fingers like,Bird-lime. Sometimes if 


we went but out a-doores tofetch in alittle water, 
the cold would nip us in fuch ſort, that it madeus 
as ſore as if wee had beene beaten in ſome cruell 
manner. All the firſt part of the Winter, we found 
water under the yce, that lay upon the Bache on the 
Sea-thoare, Which waterifſued out of an high Bay 
orClife of yce, and ranne into the hollow ofthe 
Bache , there remaining with a thicke yce over it: 
which yce, wee at one certaine place daily digging 
through with pick-axecs, tooke ſomuch water as 
{ſerved for our drinking. | 

This continued with us untill the tenth of 7az»- 
arie : and then were wee faine to make ſhift with 
ſnow-water;which we meltedby purring hot Irons 
into it. Andthis was our drinke untill the twentieth 
of Aay following. 

By the laſt of 1az«4rie,werethe dayes growne to: 
ſomeſeyen or eigtit houres long; and then weagain 
rooke another view of our yicuals : which wenow 

| E 2 found 
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found to grow ſo ſhort, that it could no wayes laſt 
us above lixe weekes longer. And this bred a fur- 
ther feare of famine amongſt us. But our recourſe 
was inthis., as in other our extremities, unto A/- 
mizhty God, who had helps,” we knew, though wee 
ſaw no hopes. And thus ſpent wee our time untill 
the third of Februarie. This proved a marvellous 
cold day, yet a faire and cleare one: about the 
middle whereof, all. cloudes now quitediſperſed, 
and nights ſable curtaine drawne ; Aurora with her 
rom face ſmiled once againe upon ys, at her ri- 
ing out of her bed: for now the glorious Sunne 
with hisglittering beamex, beganto guild the high- 
eſt tops of the loftie mountaines. Thebrightnefle of 
the Sunne, and the whiteneſſe ofthe ſnow, both to- 
gether was ſuch, asthat ir was able to-have revived 
evena dying ſpirit. But to make anew addition to 
our new joy, we might perceive two Beares, ( a ſhee 
one with her Cubbe ) now comming towards our 
Tent : whercuponwee ſtraight arming our ſelves 
with our lances, ifſued-out of the Tent to await 
hercomming, Shee ſoone caſt her greedy eyes upon 
us; and with full hope of devouring us, ſhee made 
the more haſteunto us : but with our hearty lances 
we gave herſuch awelcome,asthat ſhee fell downe 
upon the ground, tumbling up and downe, and bi- 
ting the very ſnow for. anger. Her Cubbe ſeeing 
this, by flighteſcapedus. The weather now was ſo 
cold, that longer wee were not able toſtay abroad : 
retiring therefore into our Tent, wee firſt warmed 
our ſelves; and then our againe to draw-the dead 
Ecarc inunto us. . Wee flaice her, cut herinto ms 
; O 
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of a Stone weight or thereabouts , which ſerv'd-us 
for our dinners. And upon this Beare we fed ſome - 
twenty dayes;. for ſhee was very good fleſh,and ber. 
ter than our Veniſon. This oncly miſchance wee 
had with her : thatupon the caring of her Liver, 
our very $kinnes pecled off ; for mine owne pair , I 
being ſicke before, by eating of that Liver, though 
I loſt my skinne, yet recovered I my health upon it. 
Shee being ſpent, cither wee mult ſeeke ſome 0- 
ther mcare, or elſe fall board with our roaſt Veni- 
ſonin the Caske, which we were very loath to doe 
tor feare of famiſhing, if ſo be that ſhould bethus 
ſpent, beforethe Fleete came out of England. A- 
mid'ſt theſe our feares,it pleaſed God to fend divers: 
Zeares unto our Tents. ſome fortic ar leaſt, as we ac» 
counted. Of which number we killd ſeven: That 
is to ſay , the ſecond of March one ;the fourth ,ane- 
ther; and the tenth, a wonderfull great Beare , fixe 
foote high at leaſt. All whichwe flayedand roaſted 
upon woodden ſpits,thaving no berter kitchen-fur- 
niture than thar, and a frying-pan , which we found. 
inthe Tear. ) They wereas good ſavory meate, as 
any becſe could be. Having thus-gortten good ſtore 
of ſuch foode, wee kept not our ſelves now to fuch 
ſtraight. allowance as before , buteate frequently... 
two orthrce meales a-day : whichbegan to increaſe. 
firength andabilitic of body in us. _ | 
By.this, the cheertull dayes ſo faſt increaſed, that 
the ſeverall ſorts of Fowles, which had all the Wins: 
ter-time avoydedrho!e quarters, began now againe 
to reſortthirher , unto their Summer-abiding. The: 


ſixteenth of March, one of our two Meftive Dogges- 
+, WY went. 
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went owt of the Tentfrom tis inthemorning *+ but 
from that day to this he never more remrned ro us, 
nor could wee ever heare what was become of him, 
"The Fowles that I before ſpake of, conſtantly uſe 
every Springtime to refort unto that Coaſt, being 
uſed to breede there moſt abundantly. Their foode 
is a certaine kinde of ſmall fiſhes. Yearely upon 
the abundant comming of thefe Fowles, the Foxes 
which had all rhis Winter kept their Burrowes un- 
dertheRockes, began now to come: abroad , and 
ſeeke for their livings. For them wee ſet up three 
T rappes like Rat-trappes, and baytedthem withthe 
skinnes of theſe Fowles, which wee had found upon 
the faow; they falling therein rheir light from the 
hill whercupon they bred, towards the Sea. For- 
this Fowle,being about the bigneſſe of a Duckehath 
her legs: placed fo clofeunto her rumpe, as that 
when they alight once upon rhe land, they are very 
hardly ft ever) ablero get np againe, by reaſonof 
the mifplacing of their legs, andthe weight of their 
bodies;butbeing in the warer,they raiſe themſelves 
with their pinions well enough. After wee had 
made Theſc Trappes, and fet tliem apart one from 
another inthe ſnow,wecavghr fifrie Foxes in them: 
all which wee roaſted, -and found very good meate 
of them. Thenrookewe a Beares skinne, and lay- 
ing the fleſh ſide upward, wee made Springes of 
Whales bone, wherewith wee caughtabout 60, of 
thoſe Fowtes, about rhe bignefſe of a pigeon, 
= Thus cottinued wee untill the firſt of ay; and 
the weather then growing warme'; wee were now 
_ preattyable cogocabroad toſecke for more Jour 
FIT 2 2 ' On 
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fon. Every day therefore abroad we wenitgburno- 
thing could weencounter withall, untillthe-24, of 
May ; when efpying a Bucke, wee thought to have 
kil'd him with eur Dogge : but he wasgrowne ſo 
fat and lazie, that hee could notpull downe the 


| Deere, Sccking further out therefore, we found a- 


bundance of W:Uocks egges; ( which is a Fowle about 
the bigneſſe of a Dacke) of which egges though 
there weregreat ſtore, yet wee being buttwo.ef us 
rogether , brought but thirty of them tothe Tent 
that day; thinking the next day to fetch a thouſand 
more of them : butthe day proved ſocold, withſo 
much Zafterly winde, that wee could not ftirre our 
ofour Tent. K — - . SD 

Staying at home therefore. u e25: .0f M 
we for __ day omitted our ns os cuſtame. Oh 
_ orderof late(fince the faire weather)was;every.day,, - 

or every ſecondday,togoeuptotherop of amoun- 
taine , toſpie if wee could diſcern e the water inthe 
Sea; which untill the day before we had norſeene. 
At whichtime, a ftorme of winde comming aut of 
the Sea, brake the maine yce within the Sowng:after 
vvhich, the vviade comming Eafeerty , carried: all 
the-yce intothe Sea, and cleared the Sownda grefr 
vvay ,alchough not necre the fhoareat firſt ,- ſeeing 
rhe cleare vvater came not neere our Tent bythree 
milesar leaſt. 

This 25.. of Maytherefore, vvceall day Ntaying 
inthe Tent, therecame two Ships of Hu intorthe 
Sownd:;wyho knowingthar there had been men lefp- 
there the.yeare before, the Mafter (full of deffire to 


know vvhether vvevverc alive or dead)man'd.our a 
Shallop- 
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Shallop/fromthe Ship; wich orderto 'row as farre 
wp.the Sowndasrhey could, and thento hale uptheir 
Shallop , and travell over-land upon the ſnow 
unto the Tent. "Theſe men at their-comming a- 
hore, found theShallop which we had haled from 
our Tentintothe water, witha purpoſe to goe ſecke 
ſome Sca-horſesthenext faire weather: the Shallop 
beingthenalready ficted withall neceſſaries for thar 
enterprize. This-fightbrought them intoa quan- 
dary; and thoughthis encounter made them hope, 
yerttheir admiration madethem doubt, that it was 
not; poſſible forus ſtill ro-remaine alive. Taking 
therefore our lances out of the Boate, towards the 
Tent they come , wee never ſo much as perceiving 
ofrhem :-for wee wereall gatheredrogerther , now 
about to goetoprayers inthe inner Tent;  oncly 
Thomas Ayers was notyetcome into us out of the 
greater:Tent. The Huimeninow-comming neere 
our Tent, haled it with the uſuallword ofthe Sea 
crying Hey,he anſwered againe with Ho, which-ſud- 
dca anſwer almoſt amazedthemall, caufing them 
to ſtand till, halfe afraid at thematrer. Bur we with- 
in hearing ofthem, joyfully came out of the Tent, 
all blackeas we were withthe ſmoake, and with our 
cl6thes. all tattered with wearing. This uncouth 
madethem fireher amazed atus : 'bur percci- 
ving us to be the very men left there all the yeare, 
withjayfall hearts embracing us; and wee them a- 


 -- gaine;they'came with us into our, Tent, -Comming 


thysinto us , wee ſhewed them the courtefie of the 
Houſe, and gavethemſuchvidcuals aswehad;which 


_ was Veniſon roaſted-foure moneths/before;; and'a _ 
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Cuppe of cold water , which for noveltie ſake they 
kindly accepted of us. . 

. Then fell wee to a:ke them what zewes ? and of 
the tate of the Land ar home 2 and whenthe Los- 
aon Flcete wovld come ? toall which,they returned 
us the beſt anſwers they could. Agreeing then to 
lcaverhe Tent ; with them wee went to their Shal- 
lop, and ſo'a-board the Ship , where we were wel- 
comed after the hcarticſt and kindeſt Znzg/jſh man- 
ner ; anthere we ſtayed our ſelves umilithe com- 


ming of the Loxdos Fleete, which we much longed 


for : hoping by them ro heare from our friends in 
Exgland, Wee weretold thatthey would be there 
the next day; bur it was fullthreedayes crethey 
came, which ſcemed tous as tedious athree dayes, 
aS ay we had yetendured: ſo mnch wenow defired 
to hearc from our friends, our wives and children. 
| Thea8. of May, the London Fleete came intothe 
Port to our great comfort. A-board the Adwiralwe 
went, unto the right noble Captaine, CaptaineWidlie 


am Gooaler , who is worthy'ito be honoured by all 
Sca-mea for his courtefie and bounty. This isthe 


Gentlemanthar is every yeare chicfke Commander. 
of this Flecte; and right worthy he is ſoto-be, being 


a'very wiſeman,.and an expert Marineras moſt be 


in.Zn2lazd none diſpraiſed. Bnrothis Gemleman 
right welcome we were,, and joyfully by him-re- 
ecived': hee giving order ,that we ſhould haveany 
thing thatwas inthe =D he mightdoews goo; 
,andincreaſc onr firength, of hisewne'charges gi- 


| eagpmnppench alſo ,rothe value oftwerity pounds _ 
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Thus after fourtcenedayes of refreſhmear, wee 
grew perfeRly wellall of us : whereupon the noble 
Capraine ſeat Willem Fakely, and lohnWyſe, (Ma- 
| ſons own Apprentice)and Thomas Ayers the Whale- 
Currer,wirth Robert Good. fellow, unto Maſter Maſons 
Ship, according as themſelves deſired. Burthinking 
there to be as kindly welcomed,as the loſt Proazgal, 
theſe poore men after their enduring of ſo much 
miſery, which chrough his mcanes partly they had 
undergone: noſooner camethey a-board his ſhip, 
but he moſt unkindly call'd rhem Kun-awayes , with 
oth:zr harſh and unchriſtian rermes, farre enough 
from the civility ot aa honeſt man. Noble Capraine 
Goodler underſtanding all theſe paſſages , was-cight 
foric for rhem , reſolving ro ſend for them againe, 
butthatthe weather proved fo bad and uncerraine. 
1 for minc owne part, remained withthe Captaine 
Rill ar Bozsle Cove, according to mine owne defire : 
as for the reſt of us that Raid with him, hee preferr'd 
the Laxd-men torow inthe Shallops forthekilling 
of the Whales, freeing them thereby from their 
toyleſome labour a-ſhoarc ; berttcringrtheir Aſeeres 
beſides. Andalltheſc favours didthis wotthy Gen- 
3leman for us. | 
. Thus were wee well contented now to ftay there 
till che eweaticth of Avg»ff; hoping thento returne 

aro our native Countrey : which day of 
-S$cingcome, and weimbarked, with joyfull hearts 
we ſet ſaylc thronghthe foaming Ocean, and though 
croll'd ſomerimes with contrary windes homeward 
-bound ; yetaurproper ſhips art laſt came ſafely ro 
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and comfort, and the Merchants benefite. And thus 
by the bleffing of Eod'came wee all eight of us well 
home,ſafe and ſound: where the Worſhipfull Com- 
panie our Maſters, the Maſcovie Merchants, have 


fiance dealt wonderfully well by us. For all which 


moſt mercifull Preſervation,and moſt wonderfull 
powerfull Deliverance, all honour, praiſe, an 
glory by unto the grear God, rhe ſole Author 
____of it, He Francusto makethe right.
